HOW ARE CROWS COUNTED: 


Before the contest, judges are selected to watch 
each rooster or pair of.roosters and to record their 
crows, Generally when one rooster crows loudly, 
others follow suit, All rooster crows are counted 
at the same time by the judges,

Each rooster must be registered an hour before 
the contest starts on the day of the crow, Each 
rooster must be restrained in some manner,

of many pioneer residents, Prospectors have found 
uranium deposits, Old Stage Houses, such as 
Waller’s Old Inn, are still in business, Several 
old time museums display relics of the old days, 

CLIMATE: The Rogue Valley is noted for its 
pleasantclimate, cool summersand mild winters. 
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fishermen, Among these being Crater Lake, 


Pear trees just starting to bloom 
with Table Rock, one of nature's 
wonders in the background, 
INDUSTRIES: Chiefindustries are logging and 
lumbering, farming, fruit (pears, peaches, ber 
ries of many varieties, cherries, apples, etc.), 
dairying, mining, livestock and poultry. 
RECREATION: There is recreation for the 
young, the middle aged, the old, and the handi- 
capped, Fishing on the mighty Rogue River can 
be strenuous as well as restful, depending upon 
where and how you like to fish. 


The Rogue is known for its fishing, King Chir 
ook Salmon, sea run Steelhead and Cutthroat 
trout travel the Rogue River year after year to their 
Natural spawning grounds, Rainbow trout are a 
very popular Rogue fish, too, 

There are many large mountain lakes nearby 
that are highly popular with all types of sport 


Diamond, Fish, Squaw, and Lake O’ The 
Woods, 


Guides are available at the many resorts, river 
Suides that take you many miles down river, 
through deep canyons and fast riffles that are ac~ 
cessible only by boat, 

For thase who wish to hunt, there are deer, elk, 
bear, cougar, coyotes, bobcats and other smaller 
wild animals, Pheasant, quail, grouse, ducks and 
geese are plentiful, Hunting guides and expedi- 
tions can be arranged in many places for any of 
the above mentioned.
